| M:n,we ought (and are ſuppoſed inclin'd, to keep aWatch. 

Now it. both theſe, befides our Kelig:on, are almoſt 
at the Mercy, and in the Power of a Company of Mn, 
who by many Demonſtrations have ſhew'd their Enmity 
to our Nition, and their want of Common Juſtice and 
Humanity to temper their Infolencics 3 theretore that 
they may not become our Maſters, it mult he high time 
to look about us, and to do our ſclves Right before it be 
out of our Power, for as yet ( God be thanked ) I am 
ſatisficd it is not, and without our fault will not be. 

In the Reign of Queen Elgabeth their Styie was, 
The Poor Diſtreſſed STATES ; but by the help of 
that Queen having ſet their own Sovereign at Bay, and 
made themſelves a Free-State, they ſoon increaſed in 
Shipping ( their Neighbours being otherwiſe employ'd ) 
and by Conſequence in Trade and Health to that degree, 
That in the Reign of King Fames the Fuſt, they began 
to incroach upon our Fiſhing, not only. retuſing to ask 
Leave; but by diſturbing our Fiſhermen, even to the brea- 
king their Nets. In ſhort, they would have taken away 

. our Dominion of the Narrow Seas: So ſoon like the un- 

grateful Viper in the Fable, Did they hiſs and cffer to ſting 

that Boſom which Cheriſhed and Protected them. 

During the Reign of King Charles the Firſt, their Af- 
fronts and Inſults werewithout Number; though that Un- 
happy Prince being imbroy1'd at Home, by Men of Duzch 

Principles, could never. get Leiſure to call 'em to Account 

for if. Gd t6 ſhew the 

Gnc/3, eveln our own Uſurpers{Men of their own Stamp and 

ney were neceſſitated to fight for them a Liberty of 

rade. 

In the Reign of Ring Charles the Second, their Old 
Reckoning for their Pranks at Amboyna, enflam'd by 
freſh and continual Encroachments upon our Eaft-Ind1a 
Traffick, compell'd that Peaceful Prince to humble them 
by Two ſeveral Wars; and, yet the late and preſent Pro- 
ceedings With us on that ſide the World do ſufficiently 
ſhew, That for their Injuſtice they may indeed be Pun:- 
ſhed, but they can never find in their Hearts to Repere. 

Now for us to put the Government into tae Hands 
of theſe Men, who tor ſeveral Ages have conftantly made 
it their Buſineſs to Imporeriſh and Ruin our Nation ; and 
to make them the Protectors of our Re(:giar, who to 
promote their Trade, ſcruple not to renounce Chriftia- 
mity, is fuch an Inftance of a deplorable Intatuation and 
Madneſs, that I ſtand aftoniſhed at the very Reflection, 
Quos perdere vale Fupiter dementat privs. 

But it is faid, and expected, That the Prince of 

' Orange in the Poſt he is in, and the Relation he now 

pretends to have to theſe Kingdoms, will take Care to 
ſoften-or corredt the Malignity of 4he Dutch Humor, 
| and reconcile them to an Amicable Correſpondence. But 
alas} this thought is tco eafily overborn by Matter of 

Fact ; for if the Common Principles of Gratitude, Hu- 

manity and Honor had any Force with them, the Af- 

kiſtance Queen El57aberb gave them, ſhould have bound 
them to ar Eternal Friendſhip with the Engliſh Nation :

mite, had not been Two Months in Erzlard bete: 8 he 
op2nly broke his Own 3 avid whilſt he pretended to fave 
all to the D:cition of a Fiee and Legal Patliament, he 
drove the King away, to make it Impſivie to have one, 
And if Ambition could break through all the Bonds of 
Blood and Honor to get a Crown, What can te him up 
from doivg all thole Miſchiefs we t:1t or tzared from 
King 'Fames, and many more to keep it ? He that could 
do alt this, can have no Bowls ; and he that has none, 
may be a King indeed, like the Stork in the Fable 3 and 
ſuch a King as we deierve, and our trequeiit Rebellions 
loudly call tor : One that will turn the gentle R-ds in the 
Two former Reigns, 20 Sc:rpiors in his Own: One that 
will have the (aine Title to our Service, as the Dev!! has 
to the Indzan's Devotion, or Drowfius to the Poor Wo- 
man's Prayers: And for his good will to our Nation and 
the Proſperity thereot, he has given us a ve: y good 5pe- 
cimen already, by (ſending to Hand even 1 ſpectre all, 
or the greateit part of the Money borrowed of the City 
to ſupport the preſent exigrncy of the Government. It 
is this eager dcfire of our Proſperity, that makes im 
dive under Water, out of the fight of the Englith Na- 
bility, to a Datch Cabal at Hampeon-Cowurtz and we ca 
ſee his defirable Face no more, wnle/s it be to paſs Acts t: 
empty our Coffcrs, to Saint Rebels, or dettroy oup Charc; 
How (weet foever he is upon us at prefent { and th: 
is but awkwardly counterteited) it is rank Folly to uy 
poſe ( for Ailkam the Conqueror ſaid, and Cid to 
Things at Firſt ) that he will truft us with any !o-t » 
Power whatſoever, who have abufed-what we had, f 
helping him to turn out our own Lawful and Rightt 


- King, to make room for Himſelf: And he begins th: 


Gare accordingly : For whilſt he ſeads our Countrymer 
abroad into Danger, Slavery, or Hardſhips, he keeps a 
Dutch Army (and much the greater part of them Pa- 


p:ts ) over us at Home, which may ferve us for one. 


good Inftance of his Intentions to preſerve our Laws. I 
was indeed one amongſt a great many other eafie and 
well meaning Men, who with a Fara! Creduisty enter- 
tain'd a Belief, That his Defign was Honorable; and one 
Reaſon of his Expedition had at 1: a ſhew of Juſtice 
in the Quarrel 3 1 mean the Buſneſs of the Prince 
of Hes, which I cannot but confeſs, fome People 
thanaged as if they d<figned either that we ſhould nct 
believe at all, or if we did, our belief ſhould be as 
Implicit as to Succetfions and Inheritances here, as that of 
the Romaniſt is in his expectation of Inheriting the King- 
dom of Heaven hereafter ; but they have cured me of that 
Diſeaſe, and I do no longer Believe, That he ever intend- 
ed to perform what he promiſedin his Declaration, Thar 
he came to reſtore our Government to it ſelf, and to ſupport 
our Church, ( which Popiſh Counſels had indeed put into 
ſome Diſorder; } for now by a nearer Converſe, and an 
impartial View of the prelevt Meaſures, we fee theſe 
things were fartheſt from his Thoughts. By ail Obſerva- 
tions that can be made, the End of his coming was, To 
ſerve a Covetouſneſs Natural to the Dutch, and an Am- 
'bition and Revenge as Natural to Himſelf : For now, 
thavk God, we know that the Preparations for this Ex- 
- pedition werenot only begun, but very far advanced, be- 
" fore the Seven Biſhops were (ſent to the Tower, before the 
' Queen was Breeding, and before the ſtarting the Mag- 
aaleri Colledge Cafe; fo that though the Diſcontents of 
the Nation upon theſe Accounts, ſerv'd both to pro- 
: mote and diſguiſe his Deſigns 5 they were no Occafi- 
- on of his firſt taking them up. And now his Succeſs has 
Carried him to the Top of his Hopes, he is fo far trom 


' tedrefling our Grievances, that he adds greater, and 


' Aemſelf continnes the greateft of them all. Ad Culanna 
Rer:m Injuftos creviſſe' queror. He has a Popifh Army 
commanded by Popiſh' Officers, and P?pitts go in great 
Numbers to Maſs, atfeveral Chappels, 2s openly as whe 
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King James was hete, and with a non ObſLanee to all our 
Laws, enjoy as great P.iviledges. 

They that thought thele to be G.ievances before, muſt 
allow them to be much more lo now, it we take 1:to cur 
Conſideration a Speech he made to the Convention {well 

{aid to be Tranſubſtantiated into a Parliament }we may 
clearly ſce that neither his Deftce nor Dehign is to preſerve 
the Church of England, as is uncontroulably manifeſt by 
his Aboliſhing Epiſcopacy in Scorlard. But if we can be 
quiet ſtill, and get over all theſe Conſiderations [and in good 
Truth a drowſy negligent Spirit ſeems to have lock d up 
the Noble Genius of the Nation) I muſt lay betore you ano- 
ther Confideration,that will be {ure to touch to tlie Ruzck, 

Peace and Plenty are the Cardinal Bleflings of a King- 
dom, and the latter of th:fſe has ſuch an Abſolute De- 
pendance vpon the former, that Light and the Sun, 
Heat and Fire, are not more inſeparable. Wien the 
Sword moves, Trade ſtands fti!l, and the Plough is idle ; 
for no Man will beſtow his Pains, and venture his Money, 
when he knows not bow toon, or who may be Mafters of 
both; and if their be vo Trade, there can be no D:fſiu- 
five Plenty : For Trad js a kind of Circulation of. Blood, 
it preſerves Health and diftributes Nouriſhment : What- 
ſoever therefore brings a War upon the Nation, brings. 
the greatelt Pl:gue upon it that can bez a War abroad 
Gmetimes may indeed be a kind of Phyfick to the Body 
Politick, but a War at home is a Fever in the Bowels: 
The Ruins of Churches, Palaces and Publick Buildings 
and the many indigent and begging Gentlemen ftill left 
amoneft us, are tad and freſh Mymnuments of our Delive- 
rance irom Popery and S{avery, betwixt the Years 4o and 
69. In which time it Coft the Nation absve Twenty Mil- 
lions of Money, and a Hundred Thouſand Lives ; and if 
we do not 6-tore it be dark Night fe the things that be- 
long to our Peaca, we muſt it pofible fall into greater 
Contuſtar. -, | 

Do bt prevail with your felf fo far asnot to let a lit- 
tleco; eration be cither troubleſom, or uncafy to you, 
and then you will id, that unleſs like Fudab and Iſrael 
we 1.1 to the King to return in Peace to his own 
Throne; we muſt have a Bloody War till he recovers his 
Right, 4 100g as he lives ( for he has Money, and he can- 


not wait Men, and will never give it over ) nor tydeed.can.- 


the War dye with him, for ſolong as the Prince of Jules 
lives, and lives abroad, and whilft there is a King of France 
cr a FaCtion in England the War can never dye; a Calaint- 
tous avid Bloody War muſt needs beintail'd upon the Na- 
tion , Trading is already ſunk extreamly, and heavy Taxes 
afc « 0ming on aPpace, and the Wheels of the New Govern- 
nie! are already fo clogg'd, that Six Millions of Money 
will ſcarce greaſe them enough to make them glibly turn 
round; whilft England that Taxbearing Mule tamely 
wears one of Facob's Sons Inglorious Coat of Arms, 1/ſa- 
char x an Aſs Couchant under a Burden of its own 
making. All our Comfort is, that in the judgment of 
the beit learned in the Laws of this Kingdem, this Af. 
ſembly neither is, nor can be a Parliament ; and indced it 
can be no Parliament, but by virtue of a Power which 
God Almighty never claim'd, I mean Se/f-Creat:on, and 
Dr. Burnet tiinſelf is of the ſame Opinion, for in the 
. 66 Pag. of his Cileted Papers, ſpeaking of the Con- 
vention that brought in King Cbarics the Second, and 
which alto afterwards voted it felf a Parliament, he has 
theſe very remarkable Words, It's beirg call'd without the 
King's Wrie, was ſuch an Eſſential Nullity that no ſubſe- 

uent Ratification could take it away; and if fo, the Sub- 
jects are not obliged to pay any Taxes, becauſe no Mo- 
ney can be raiſed here but by a Parliament 3 nay, the 
Subject not only is not obliged to pay thens, but it is 
alſo his Duty to retuſe, and then all Aſſeſſors, ColeRors, 
and Officers, that Aid or Afſiſt in the. Gathering .or Con- 
ftraining the Payment of ſuch Ilegai Taxes, will ſtand li- 
able to the highett of Puniſhments, probably Death, where 
there isa violent taking, and alſo.to an Aion refpective- 
Iy for all Wrong done and Damages ſuſtained; and al- 
though the ting by a General Pardon may Forgive the 
Crime, yet that will not relieve them againſt -the Per- 
ſonal Action : Nay ! we ſhall be as: falſe to our ſelves 
as we have been to the King, if we ſuffer a Company of 
Men Aſſembled without F/7sts to take upon them ſuch a 
boundleis Authority ; it is a very dangerous thing to de- 
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Imperium flagittis aquiſitum nemo unqu3! bonjs antib us exercuit. Tacit. 
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part the leaſt Tirele from any thing that is Fundame,::aq 
1n the Conflitutien, and we now not how {con thev that 
do thus, may either make Pailiamenls without Elections 
as well as without Fits, or ele wholly lay them af14-, 
buth which have been done within the M.mry of May 
Death-and D:lolation I leave to every Man's priva, 
Rfl.ion, and new Oaths Impos'd upon vs againſt our 
Conſciences under heavy Pevalties. The Fellows of 
Magdalen Colledge were Expe'ld, b cave th y would 
not violate their Conſciences nor the Qath they had ta- 
ken, and now T houſands ct the Church of E-g/and muſt 
be deprived of their Freabolds, and rendied uncpable of 
maintaining themtcl-cs and their Families for the v#y 
fame R-ajon : And to add to the Comfort of our luft ring, 
that was done by a Poprſh King, this by an Afleinbly of 
Proteſt nts. This the Prologue, and but the Prolggre 
to the Txagedy that 13 like to enſue: Aud vow we have a 
Faſt Proclaim'd, to fanCtify Rebellion, znl that there 
may not be any Wickednels done but mm the Name ant 
in the fear of the Lord, We muit ſhit ovr Eyes, and 
be wilfuily blind, it we do not diſcern this Written, ag 
with a B-am of the Sun, Tb. this wreteb.'d Natzon mat 
have no Prace, nor exp tt any good, withour ding eb: Ning 
7. flice, and reſt ing him to bis Tyrone, which 1s by 4 
undaubted ind indefeiſabie Right ; tet it he comes by force 
and whether we will or no, without Abundance ct C!c- 
mency, what may not an 8774ur'd Monarch do ? what mt 
he not do, to (ſecure himiclt from a perfidious and Re. 
bellious People ? And if we coyfiler how King Charles 
the Fuſt ( who did not begin till he had loft, almoſt all 
the means of War, Ireland being embroylId, and Scotland 
apainit him too) reduced the Rump Pailiament to Ex. 
tremity, we cannot doubt but that King James, who, 
befides the Bleffing that attends a good Cauſe, has Ireland 
entire, and the principal Nobility, and Gegtry, and the 
wht ole Clergy of Scotland on his fide; and his good Subs 
jects of Erg/ands Eyes now opened, will do more than 
ſet our new Gorernment hard, and at laſt overthrow it.

Upon the whole, what in Juftice we ovght, in Prudence 
we m:;ſt do, that is, call back the Kin2, who to our com- 
fort offers bis full Free and General Pardon, no Crime, no 
Perſon excepted, and to leave all our Grievances to be ac- 
commodated by 8 Free and Legal Parliament, freely choſen, 
and held without any manner of conflraint, which as it will 
be a certain Expcedient, fo it is the only one, that can 
Eſtabliſh the Peace and Praſfperity of the Nation ; and 
fince the King has made us the Offer, in Policy as well 
as Honour, he muſt keep his Word, if we will be but {6 
juft and kind to our ſelves as to give him the meeting in 
another bealing Parliament, 

I afſure the World I am no Papiſt, and by the Grace of 
God never will be ; my expectations and my preſent Pol- 
ſeſſions are equally /mal. I have no pretence to Greatne, 
except what ariſes from an unſhaken Redfaftneſs to the 
Principles of Religion, and Loyalty, which I ſhall ever 
think inſeparable. Nothing could have draw theſe Re- 
flections trom me, but an invincible fidelity to Truth, - 
Fuftice, and my Native Country, upon which I ſee Ruin 
and Deſolation rowting like a mighty Wave. May theſe or 
ſome other from a more.skilfull Hand, awake and rouſe 
the Sence and Ancient Courage of the Nation, that we - 
may not need to Joe beholey to the-French whom we 
hate, for bringing in the King whom we lovey, 4 may 
we make i.o!t to deliver our ſelves from the impend: | 
Miſchief of 2 Dutch Conqueſt, or from the greateſt of 
Me-biets the Sperae of Slavery under a Commonwealth, 
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
